They are coming to handle 
wagons and farm machinery. 
Co-operative creameries have been 
organized throughout all the dairy dis 
tried* of the country. These have been 
aide to compete suceeeafully with cen 
tra ile d plants, and the competition 
has compelled the centralizers to keep 
prices up. 
Even then the co operative 
creameries handle most of the cream 
from their territory. 
A typical co 
operative creamery la eastern Iowa 
may be taken as nu example of the 
value of these cream eries to the farm 
era.

independents. 
Nearly ail of these 
w-ere banded together in the form of 
alate associations. 
In several state* 
the officers of these state associations 
fixed prices arbitrarily, sending out 
price cards to the members every 
tnoruiug. 
These were based more on 
the competition in the locality than 
upon the market demand for grain. 
Finally moat of the competition was 
done away with, escept iu form by 
pooling combinations. 
Tile different 
elevators In a town paid various rate* 
to keep up a show of competition, and 
at the end of each month tile profit* 
were divided. Thus It made no pattie- 
ulsr difference which elevator did th* 
business.

was lo escape such cutthroat 
methods that the Rockwell Co-oilers 
live asMOclation was organised. From 
all sides advice poured In U|*on the or­ 
ganizers of the sew company. 
They 
were told that the place for the farm ­ 
er was in his fields and that busbies* 
would latter be left to business men. 
The farmers went doggedly ahead, 
subscribed stock and put up an ele 
vstor 
The d rain Dealer*’ association 
sought to c rush them by eowitetition. 
but Ute founders had provided for that. 
They had iti-♦*rt**<f a protection clause 
In Hie constitution which compelled 
each of their member* to pay the asso 
elation urn* fourth of a ceut for each 
bushel of train sold to a rival com 
buoy 
Wilco tl»e line compauy offered 
more than the farm ers were able to 
(Ney they got the grain 
But the one- 
fourth of a cent a bushel was turned 
Into the treasury of the farm ers' com 
pally to pay expense* 
RI nee that time the rn alterative Idea 
has 
spread

are at present nearly a thousand co 
ofveratlve elevator companies In the 
middle west. 
They do a business ag­
